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Basham, Hopgood Address Issues Such as 
Smoke-free Areas, Drug Industry, State Budget 


Raymond Basham 


Legislators representing the City of 
Romulus in Lansing are currently ad- 
dressing a number of issues that could 
have a significant impact on local resi- 
dents. Both Senator Raymond Basham 
(D—Taylor) and Representative Hoon- 
Yung Hopgood (D-Taylor) are either 
sponsoring or supporting bills on matters 
that include adopting more stringent 
rules on smoke-free environments, re- 
pealing the drug industry's immunity to 
lawsuits, and making budget cuts. 
Smoke-free Legislation 

Senate Bill 109, introduced by Sena- 
tor Basham, calls for smoke-free res- 
taurants, bars, and allother work places. 
ltis, he said, the broadest proposal ever 
put forth in Michigan. 

"Simply put, whether they're bar- 
tenders and mechanics or accountants 
and contractors, people shouldn't be 
put at risk by being exposed to second- 
hand smoke atthe workplace," Basham 
stated. "I've been working on this issue 
foralongtime, butour momentum keeps 
getting stronger. There's a solid con- 
sensus among both public and expert 
opinions, and there's more bipartisan 
supportin the state legislature than ever 
before." 

Every day, said Basham, thousands 
of Michigan residents who work in bars, 
restaurants, offices, and factories are 
involuntarily subjected to secondhand 
smoke. According to a June 2006 report 
by the U.S. Surgeon General, nonsmok- 
ers exposed to secondhand smoke at 
home or work increased their risk of 





developing heart disease by 25%—30% 
and lung cancer by 20%—30%. The re- 
port went on to state that the only way to 
protect Americans from the dangers of 
secondhand smoke exposure was 
through comprehensive legislation and 
policies on smoke-free workplaces. 


Twenty-six states have already - 


moved to protect their workers from 
deadly exposure to secondhandsmoke, 
Basham added. 
Drug Industry Immunity 

Representative Hopgood reported 
that the House of Representatives has 
passed legislation to repeal drug indus- 
try immunity. Hopgood said he support- 
ed the three-bill package because it will 
strengthen consumer safety and hold 
prescription drug companies account- 
able when their products harm or kill 
Michigan residents. 

House Bill 4044, which will repeal 
the 1996 lawsuit ban, passed the House 
by a vote of 70-39. HB 4045, which 


passed 60-49, will make the legislation ~ 


retroactive to 1996. HB 4046, which 
adds prescription drugs to the list of 
items covered under Michigan's Con- 
sumer Protection Act, passed 58-49. 
House Democrats’ Budget Plan Cuts 
Representatives’ Benefits 

Representative Hopgood said that 
a House Democratic plan for budget 
cuts includes reductions ensuring that 
state lawmakers will share in the sacri- 
fices that Michigan residents are being 
asked to make. 

"Michigan is facing a serious finan- 
cial crisis, and it's up to our lawmakers 
to make tough decisions to get Michi- 
gan headed in the right direction,” he 
said. "My colleagues in the House and 
| want to lead by example by cutting our 


‘own budget. In these tough times, our 


residents are sacrificing to make ends 
meet. | want our residents to know that 
House Democrats won't stand idly by — 
we will be part of the solution." 
According to Hopgood, the House 
Democratic plan will: 
e _ end lifetime health-care coverage 
for new state representatives once 
they leave office. The plan also re- 
quires currentlawmakers to pay more 
for health coverage, ending the spe- 
cial treatment that lawmakers get 
and ensuring that they pay the same 
amount for health care that all other 
state employees pay.

To the Editor: 

Ata recent meeting of the Romulus 
City Council, | asked Mayor Alan Lam- 
bert if our Department of Public Works 
director, Tom Wilson, was driving a City 
vehicle back and forth to work from 
Brighton to Romulus each day. The 
mayor stated that he didn't know. 

| found out, through other sources, 
that Mr. Wilson is, in fact, driving a City 
pickup to and from Brighton. That is a 
roundtrip of almost 100 miles each day, 
which adds up to nearly 500 miles a 
week, or 2,000 miles amonth, or 24,000 
miles a year. Tax dollars are paying for 
the gas, maintenance, and insurance. 
Mayor Lambert stated that Mr. Wilsonis 
“on Call." Mr. Wilson should have been 
notified that, if he wanted this high- 
paying job, he should have to drive his 
own vehicle to and from work. 

If, at any time, Mr. Wilson is called 
into the City in case of an emergency, 
then the City should reimburse him 5.5¢ 
per mile —the same amount that Mayor 
Lambert and Economic Development 
director Tim Keyes reimburse the City 
for gas for personal use.

The General Motors Powertrain— 
Romulus High School Robotics Team 
has been working hard to prepare for 
the 2007 FIRST (For Inspiration and 
Recognition of Science and Technol- 
ogy) competition season. 

GM — which donates more than 
$100,000 in cash and engineering time 
to the RHS robotics program each year 
— has helped the team achieve high 
finishes at FIRST's last two national 
competitions, held in Atlanta, Georgia. 

According to Dick Kruse, spokes- 
person for the Romulus Community 
Schools, the FIRST competitions con- 
sist of a number of rounds, each of 
which pits different groups of three teams 
against each other in a round-robin for- 
mat. Scores are then tallied for each 
team, and quarterfinal elimination 
matches are scheduled.

"The format of this year's game will 
have teams picking up black or red oval- 
shaped inner tubes and placing them on 
peg-like holders to make straight, tic- 
tac-toe-type lines — horizontal, vertical, 
or diagonal," Kruse explained. "Oppo- 
nents can then cancel out a line by 
hanging an opposite-color inner tube 
over an initial inner tube. Points are 
scored by the lines, and by lifting up 
another robot or two at the end of the 
two-minute matches." 

GM Powertrain engineer. added, 
"The points from lifting up other team- 
mates’ robots will probably determine 
each match. We are working very hard 
to make a mechanism to do this." 

Each robot weighs about 130 Ibs. 

Gay and his colleague, Doug Mayo, 
say they enjoy receiving the packages 
of game instructions, electrical motors, 
wire, and other materials, and then work- 
ing with students to create a robot. Team 
members initially decide on a game 
strategy, design their robot to execute 
that strategy, and finally construct and 
test the robot—all within a six-week time 
period. Then, as all teams are required 
to do, the GM—RHS team will send its 
robot ahead to the initial competition 
site by the established deadline date. 

This year, regional competitions in 
Ypsilanti and Grand Rapids will pre- 
cede the national finals in Atlanta. 

To help pay their trip expenses, 
RHS Robotics Team members have 
constructed a deluxe work shed, valued 
at approximately $2,500, for a fund- 
raising raffle.

Attendance Important for Merit Exams 


Romulus Community Schools offi- 
cials are stressing the importance of 
attendance for eleventh-graders at the 
March 13th—15th Michigan Merit Exam- 
inations. New Romulus High School 
academic requirements stipulate that 
students must complete all components 
of the MME in order to graduate. 

Superintendent Carl J. Weiss and 
RHS Principal Dan Hurst are both ask- 
ing all eleventh-grade students and their 
parents to understand the importance 
of taking this test on the scheduled 
dates. 

Said Hurst, "The new MME will in- 
clude an ACT test. The ACT score will 
be available to be used on college ad- 
mission forms, andthe MME results will 
present an opportunity for students to 
earn a $4,000 Michigan Merit college 
scholarship." 

Superintendent Weiss added, "The 
ACT has very stringent testing require- 
ments, and will not allow flexibility for 
makeup tests. For example, one rule is 
that all Michigan students must take the 
test on the same day in the same time 
period." 

Romulus High School's schedule 
will be modified for three days so that 
the District can meet the ACT site test- 
ing requirements.
